Americans again fire at Iranian craft 


U.S. to call for UN 
arms embargo on Iran 


WASHINGTON.-— The U.S. 
has begun drafting a United Na- 
tions resolution that would im- 
pose an arms embargo on Iran as 
the belligerent in the Gulf War, 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
said yesterday. 

He told a news conference 
that Washington had intensified 
consultations with the Security 
Council members on the issue in 
the aftermath of Monday’s inci- 
dent in which the U.S. Navy at- 
tacked an Iranian ship which the 
Americans say was laying mines 
in the Gulf. 

Hastilities continued as the 
U.S. fired warning shots at a 
second Iranian ship in the Gulf yes- 
terday when it approached the 
American Navy frigate towing the 


Iranian vessel captured the day 
before. 


The Pentagon said the U.S. frig- 
ate Jarrett, which had the stricken 
Iranian boat under tow, fired near 
an Lranian military hovercraft when 
it came within one mile. It said the 


President Ronald Reagan yester- 
day defended the U.S. attack on the 
Iranian ship, saying that “we did 
what was authorized by law.” 

Reagan denied yesterday that the 
U.S. had entered a shooting war and 
said he did not intend to notify Con- 
gress of imminent dangers under the 
War Powers Act. Reagan made his 
comments during an Oval Office 
photo session with Costa Rican

IT WAS THE first day of Autumn 
classes at Harvard, and yet another 
famous lecturer had a room too 
small for the overflow of students 
that inevitably accompanies the 
Start of the academic year. 

Foreign Minister Shimon Peres 

was speaking at the John F.Kennedy 
School of Government, and al- 
though there was no time for public- 
ity, the modern, three-tiered qua- 
drangular Arco Forum was filled to 
capacity and students were turned 
away from the doors before the ad- 
dress began. 
Missing were the outdoor demon- 
'strations that had been a staple for 
Israeli speakers on campus during 
the turbulent days of the Lebanon 
war. Only a token protest was held 
by two, solitary Palestinian students

Laurie Mylroie. associate profes- 
sor of government at Harvard. saw 
policy significance in Peres’s re- 
marks. Mylroie, who was recently in 
the Middle East. talking to Israeli 
leaders in Jerusalem and senior 
Arab officials in various Mideast 
capitals, indicated that Arabs be- 
lieve that Israel may favour Iran in 
its Persian Gulf war with Iraq. Per- 
es's remarks at Harvard.should help 
dispel that impression, Mylroie said.

Joel Greenberg reports on 
Palestinian reaction to the talks 
between Sari Nusseibeh and 


Likud member Moshe Amirav. 


JHE BEATING this week of Bir- 
zeit Unversity professor Sari Nu- 
seibeh after revelations of his talks 
with Likud members has exposed 
the uadercurrent of suspicion in the 
Palestinian community about the 
discussions, 

While the talks between party 
central committee member Moshe 
Amirav, MK Ehud Olmert and PLO 
backers have caused embarrassment 
and an uproar in the Likud, they 
have also elicited censure of the 
three Palestinian participants in 
their own camp. Nusseibeh has kept 
silent since the assault. Arab Studies 
Society head Faisal Husseini is in 
jail under a six-month administrar- 
tive detention order and thus incom- 
municada; Salah Zuheikeh. an edi- 
tor of the newspaper Ash-Shaab. 
has begun to defend his moves. 

At a press conference in Jerusa- 
lem yesterday, Zuheikeh took pains 
to emphasize that his group had not 
conceded on any of the basic points 
of the PLO's political platform. 
While carefully noting that the talks 
were not negotiations, and that only 
the PLO was authorized to conclude 
agreements. he said that the three 
had insisted on the basic Palestinian 
positions: the PLO is the sole legiti- 
mate representative of the Palestin- 
ian people; the Palestinians have the 
tight to self determination. the es- 
tablishment of an independent 
state, and to return to their 
homeland. 


ZUHEIKAH'S statements ap- 
peared to be hacked up by a docu- 
ment he presented. which he said 
contained negotiation guidelines 
written by Amirav, and acceptable 
to participants in the discussions. 
The points included recognition of 
the PLO as the representative of the 
Palestinians, and of the Palestinians" 
right to a state of their own beside 
{srael. 

However, a separate document 
outlining an interim arrangement 
for expanded Palestinian self-rule -- 
agreed on but not signed in the dis- 
cussions -- gave some indication of 
why the Palestinian participants had 
drawn criticism. While the docu- 
ment spoke of the Palestinian right 


to self-determination and said the 
PLO is their sole legitimate repre- 
sentative. it significantly omitted 
mention of the ultimate goal of es- 
tablishment of an independent Pal- 
estinian state. 

Instead it spake of a Palestinian 
“entity” to be established for an in- 
terim period, which would have the 
trappings of nationhood (2 flag. a 
national anthem, a currency, travel 
documents, etc.) and provide Pales- 
tinians with contro! of natural re- 
sources, as well as self-government. 

This document, more modest 
than the guidelines attributed to 
Amirav, drew sharp questions from 
one Palestinian journalist at the 

ress conference. who noted its 

missions of the final Palestinian 
goal of independence. Zuheikeh, on 
the defensive. said the Palestinian 
participants had not come to talk to 
the Likud about accepting self-rule, 
“which is rejected by the Pulestinian 
people.” 

Zuheikeh’s difficulties were evi- 
dent. but so was his attempt to por- 
tray himself and his partners as try- 
ing to encourage moderates in the 
Likud while not conceding any fun- 
damental Palestinian demands. 
THIS WAS apparently not good 
enough for significant segments of 
Palestinian public opinion. if one is 
to judge by editorials in the East 
Jerusalem press, and statements by 
certain Palestinian spokesmen. 

At Birzeit University. where Nus- 
seibeh was beaten. there was specu- 
lation that the attack was not neces- 
sarily the work of radical supporters. 
of the Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine. but could have 
been carried out by hardline Fatah 
supporters. Campus leaflets signed 
by both PFLP and Fatah factions 
charged that Nusseibeh’s meetings 
with the Likud were a deviation 
from the PLO‘s official line of main- 
taining contacts solely with “pro- 
gressive forces” in Israel.

While the UJA once shied away 
from exposing mission participants

What about the status of the Jew- 
ish Agency itself. a controversial is- 
sue in Israe!-Diaspora relations?

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THE RECENT SPATE of reportage in 
Israel over the new U.S.-Soviet Intermedi- 
ate-range Nuclear Force Agreement (INF) 
has demonstrated a large degree of confu- 
sion over the actual content of the INF 
talks, their global significance. as well as 
their relevance for Israel and the Middle 
East. 

This is partly due to the fact that popular 
Israeli ‘nterest in the entire arms control 
process has not been constant; it has only 
suddenly emerged with the Shultz-She- 
vardnadze agreement and its apparent im- 
plications for the Middle East international 
peace conference concept now sponsored 
by Foreign Minister Shimon Peres, 

Was the Israeli public attentive in 1977 
when the USSR began deploying its most 
lethal INF system — the 5.000-kilometre 
tange SS-20 missile — or in 1979 when Nato 
decided to counter-deploy the U.S. Per- 
shing 11 and. ground-taunched cruise mis- 
siles on European soil? 

“Without going into the complex history 
of the INF nuclear weapons. a review of 
some fundamental aspects of the missiles 
under discussion ought to place the current 
arms control breakthrough in its proper 
perspective and clarify its possible implica- 
tions for’ Israeli diplomatic and security 
interests. . 

The, first general source ef confusion 
about the INF. agreement concerns what 
weapons are actually involved. Has the 
nuclear shadow been removed from Eu- 
rope; are short-range missiles, like those 
deploved by Svria. involved in the deal?

SINCE THE renewal of the Strategic 
Arms Reduction Talks (Start) in Geneva 
in early 1985, Washington and Moscow 
have generally recognized these categori- 
zations by creating three separate frame- 
‘works for negotiations: strategic offensive 
nuclear force talks, intermediate range nu- 
clear force talks, and separute strategic 
defence talks. No framework was then es- 
tablished to handle short range systems. 
With this background, how do we evalu- 
ate the significance of the current INF 
agreement? First. it must be recognized 
‘ that the superpowers have only agreed in 
one of the three fields of negotiations going 
on today in Geneva.

The U.S. retains the capacity to deter 
the USSR from within the European the- 
atre with nuclear-capable F-111 bombers 
based in Britain and submarine-launched 
ballistic missiles (SLIBM) belonging to the 
U.S. Sixth Fleet. On their part, the Soviets 
have their own nuclear-capable bombers 
and can continue to threaten European 
cities with their long-range intercontinen- 
tal missiles re-targeted for more. limited 
theatre operations. 

Then what has anyone sacrificed in the 
INF Agreement? The American side has 
been more forthcoming in sharing the de- 
tails of its concerns.

THE JERICHO-N rocket. said to be 
capable of reaching any Arab capit- 
al. was the theme of a repeated 
Soviet warning to Israel this week. 
Whether this was prompted by “con- 
cern” for its.Arab clients or the 
belief that the missile is capable of 
reaching Russia's Black ‘Sea ports 
and southern’ bases.is a matter of 
conjecture. At any rate, Israel has- 
tened to reassure the Soviets that it 
does not look upon them as an 
“enemy” and that they have no 
reason for concern. 

The warning itself is ironic in view 
of the well-known fact that the 
Soviets have been supplying long- 
range missiles to Arab arsenals for 
some years. It is, indeed. Israel that 
has cause for concern in the light of 
feports that Syria is presently de- 
veloping warheads of a chemical or 
bacteriological nature that can be 
delivered by its missiles. 

Within this context. the develop- 
ment of the Jericho-II as a deterrent 
weapon should come as no surprise. 

Arab use of chemical weapons is 
already of long standing. Evidence 
of their employment by Egypt in its 
interventionist war in Yemen in the

Tn recent times, fraq has on more 
than one occasion used poison gas in 
its war against Lran; while Syria is not 
only known to be stockpiling-such 
-weapons but. according to recent 
press reports. has been supplying 
them to Iran as well. : 

In short, the “radical” Arab states 
have no compunction about violat- 
ing international conventions and 
taboos regarding gas warfare, while 
the world community has exhibited 
the most muted of protests in re- 
sponse. 

While Israeli military commenta- 
tors have of late focused increasing 


attention on this new danger. they - 


have tended to dismiss -- in my view 
too casually ~ the threat of nuclear 
weapons falling into Arab hands. 
For example, ἃ recent report by the 
Jaffee Centre for Strategic Studies. 
while acknowledging the Arabs" in- 
creasing numerical superiority in 
tanks and combat planes, refers to 
the additional threat of chemical 
warfare in the following terms: 
“The Arab chemical warfare 
threat against Israel is a fact. It can 
only grow in the future...it consti-

This so-called deterrent, however, 
did not inhibit the Arab states from 
waging the wars of 1967 and 1973. 
Moreover, according to Syrian De- 
fence Minister Mustafa Tiass, the 
Soviets have undertaken to provide 
them with a nuclear umbrella, a 
claim neither denied nor acknow- 
ledged by Moscow. 


AS FAR AS is known, however, the 
USSR, notwithstanding its “‘gener- 
osity” in spreading conventional 
weapons among Eastern Bloc and 
Arab allies, has adhered to a policy 
of non-proliferation of those of a 
nuclear nature. The West, on the 
other hand, has been less careful, 
even though some Arab leaders have 
since the mid-1950's' openly proc-- 
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Ya’kov Morris 


laimed their ambitions to build an 
“Arab bomb.” 

Dictators Nasser and Gaddafi 
were its earliest proponents, while 
other radical Arab leaders were swift 
to compete. With this in mind, 
Israel's UN representatives on 
Qumerous occasions proposed a 
treaty with Arab countries to pre- 
vent proliferation of nuclear 
weapons in the Middle East region, 
on the same lines as one already in 
existence in South America. 

Such Israel overtures were 

ored, If there-was any Arab reac- 
tion at 81}, it was to at repeated 
Israeli declarations that it would not 

be the first to introduce naclear 
weapons into the Middle East, 
pointing to Israel's refusal to sign the 
Noo-Proliferation Treaty or permit 
inspection of its Dimona reactor. 

Nor was this scepticism confined 
to the Arabs. ion in certain 
Western circles that Israel was 

dy in possession of nuclear 
weapons has been rife over the 
years, providing the Arabs with jus- 
tification for their stand. Whether 
intentionally or not, such Western 
speculation frequently coincided 
with the sale of large quantities of 
conventional weaponry to Arab 
arsenals, threatening to tilt the Mid- 
dle East arms balance in Arab 
favour. 

Lurid tales of how Israel “stole” 
uranium, appearing even in paper- 
back book form, made good West- 
ern copy as proof that this country 
would go to any lengths — and had 
done so — to produce nuclear 
weapons. Emphasis on Israel's rela- 
tive technological and academic 
sophistication was calculated to 
teave no doubt as to its nuclear 
capacity, while that of at least a score 
of other countries outside the nuc- 
Jear “club” was ignored. 

Israel’s friends— and perhaps not a 
few of the country’s own officials — 
found an answer to such allegations 
by keeping the Arabs guessing, thus 
possibly inhibiting their warlike in- 
tentions. 


BUT EVEN IF the Arabs believed 
this, it did not deflect them from 
preparing to go to war against Israel 
in 1967 and 1973. Moreover, in the 
‘realm of propaganda, suspicions 
were spread among Israel's friends 
and ammunition provided to its ene- 
mies, including the rationale that 
Arab efforts to acquire nuclear 
weapons were “defensive” and not 
“offensive.” 


These efforts were described by. his 
Hassanan Heikal in his book, The 
Road to Ramadan. The former edi-

traced Nasser’s attempts from 1960 
to develop an.atomic device with the 
encouragement of Gaddafi whom he 
quotes as saying that this would be 
the prelude to “an overall war to 
liquidate Israel.” 

‘When Heikal himself urged Egypt 
to contioue its efforts, Gaddafi was 
reported by a Sudanese paper as 
boasting that “Libya will soon be a 
nuclear powér.” 

According to Heikal, the Libyan 
dictator sent his prime minister, 
Jalhoud, to Chima “to buy the atomic 
bomb” but his bid was rejected. 

In May 1975, Soviet Prime Minis- 
ter Kosygin visited Libya and signed 
a nuclear co-operation agreement to 
supply a two-megawatt research 
reactor and train Libyan scientists. 
Alth this may have added to 


Gaddafi's prestige, it could not be’ 


considered a nuclear threat.

This connection 
surfaced repeatedly in the Western 
press, exposing Libya’s role as finan- 
cier of Pakistan's relatively adv- 
anced nuclear development project.

In 1979, Libya abruptly cut is oil 
supplies to India, following reports 
that the latter had refused to share its 
nuclear secrets. In February 1980 it 
was further that West Ger- 
many was already supplying Pakis- 
tan with uranium-enrichment equip- 
ment. That year, Libyan officials 
Tepeated their promises that their 
country would soon be a nuclear 
power. American protests at these 
developments were rejected by 
Pakistan on the grounds that India 
had already exploded an atomic de- 
vice. :

SIDE CAN WIN 


Iraq expected a quick victory over Iran. That was 

seven years ago. Today the conflict has assumed 

global implications. AFP correspondents Laurent 
Chevallier and Andrew J.Sherry consider the stakes. 


SEVEN YEARS after Iraqi tanks 
surged into the vast plain of iranian 
Khuzestan, the Gulf war has swollen 
from a regional border dispute into 
a conflict with global repercussions. 
A UN Security Council cease-fire 
resolution passed on July 20 hangs 
in limbo despite the recent mission 
to Teheran and Baghdad of the UN 
secretary general, Javier Perez de 
Cuellar. The fighting. largely sus- 
pended during his four-day Gulf vis- 
it, resumed with a vengeance after 
his departure, as both capitals re- 
affirmed hard-line stands on a peace 
settlement. Meanwhile the death 
toll — which military experts set at 
one to 1.2 million total ~ continues 
to climb. The war. fuelled largely by 
a long-running dispute between Te- 
heran and Baghdad over border 
lines along the Shatt-al-Arab water- 


way, began to take on much larger 
dimensions in April 1984. At that 
time Iraqi jets began attacking tank- 
ers in international waters of the 
Gulf in an effort to choke the oi] 
exports that subsidize Iran's war ma- 
chine. Iran retaliated by attacking 
two tankers owned by Kuwait, 
which supports Baghdad, and in the 
ensuing three years some 300 tank- 
ers and cargo ships fell prey to Iraqi 
or Iranian attacks in the Gulf. 


INCREASING concern over the 
threat to oil supplies has now drawn 
several of the world’s industrialized 
countries into the conflict. 

In the last few months, both the 
Soviet Union and the United States 
have increased their naval presence 
in the Gulf region -- the U. 5. to the 
point of escorting Kuwaiti-owned 


tankers — and five European coun- 
tries have decided to send warships. 
By mid-September, 70 to 80 for- 
eign warships were in or on their 
way to the region, as Teheran and. 
Baghdad continued to play out their 
rivalry with air and sea attacks. ~ 


Iran and Iraq’s differences extend 
to include the date the war started. 
Baghdad claims Iran began the con- 
flict on September 4, 1980, when it 

subjected Iraqi border areas in what 
became the central front to artillery 
bombardments. 


Teheran sets the date at Septem- 
ber 22, when Iraqi forces invaded 
along a 300-km. front and advanced 
Tapidiy across the sun-parched plain 
of the southeastern Tigris-Euphra- 
tes valley, while Lraqi warplanes 
pounded Teheran Airport. 


IRAQ EXPECTED a quick victory 
but -- after two years of war with a 
country whose population is triple 
that of its own 15 million — an- 
nounced in June 1982 that it was 
pulling back to what it considers in- 


_ temational borders. Iran continues 


to occupy some territory in south- 
east Iraq along the Shatt-al-Arab

Friends, but for how long? | 


INCONGRUOUS accords between rival tac- 
tions, unholy alliances forged for the sake of 
expediency, are more often the mule than the 
exception in the mad whirl of Lebanese politics 
and civil strife. : 

The recent agreement between two such 
diametrically-opposed factions as the Amal 
Shi'ite organization and the PLO to end Amal's 
siege of the Palestinian refugee camps would 
appear to be a case in point. 

. At first glance, the Amal movement stands to 
lose most from letting the Palestinians off the 
hook. Similarly. Syria, Amal's main backer in 
the Lebanese arena, does not appear to gain 
anything from the agreement. especially in view 
of the discord between President Hafez al-Assad 
and PLO chairman Yasser Arafat. 

Yet it was Ama} leader Nabih Berri who, at 
the end of August, announced the proposals that 
formed the basis of the agreement, which was 
Signed just two weeks later at what was only the 
second meeting between the various parties 
involved. 

And Berri himself would not have dared to 
voice such proposals without the prior consent, 
if not active encouragement, of the Syrians, 
however improbable that might seem. 
ited PLO, on the other hand, Ly acclaimed 

agreement as a great victory. The organiza- 
tion had already proved its resilience aul fight- 
ing capabilities during the course of the carps 
war, which began in the face of concerted 
Opposition. 

Conversely, Amal's dogged blockade of the 
camps, which continued after the cease-fire, 
Placed severe restrictions on the Palestinians, 
and particularly the PLO. 

Only women, children and old people were 
allowed in and out of the camps, in order to 
purchase food and other essentials. Attempts to 
smuggle in arms and fighting men were, for the 
most part, thwarted by the Amal guards around 
the camps. 


UNDER THE terms of the agreement, the 
Numerous Amal check-points are to be replaced 
by observer posts manned by representatives of 
the Palestinian popular committees, which run 
the camps, Amal, the Lebanese Army and the 
Syrians. 

In return. the PLO is to pull back its fighters 
from the stratezic hilltop positions east of Sidon 
that it captured at the height of the war. 


The PLO’s command of the coastal highway Ὁ 


to Beirut had been a thom in Amal’s side. 
effectively cutting direct links between the 
Shi'ite community in the south and their north- 
ern brethren. 

A withdrawal from these positions would 
seem a small price for the PLO to pay for the 
lifting of the siege and other benefits. These

in Lebanon.

Sympathies lay with the Palestinians, women 
and children as well as PLO fighters who died in 
the bombardments, or as a result of starvation 
and related diseases in the blockaded camps. 

The suffering of the refugees also created a 
dilemma of divided loyalties among pro-Syrian 
Palestinian groups. 

At the same time, according to the observers, 
Syria did not want to see another of its proxies,

THE JORDANIAN domestic econ- 
omy has been experiencing a mild 
upswing, a trend which should pro- 
vide a reassuring element of stability 
to the political scene both on the 
West Bank and inside Jordan. 

A five-year development plan by 
the Jordanians anticipating a steady 
increase in growth between 1986 to 
1990 appears to have come close to 
its goals in. the first year, as the 
figures become available. 

That's the outlook provided by 
The Economist Intelligence Unit in 
special report,"Jo ‘to 1990" 


and in a report op the Jordanian - 


economy for the first half of 1987. 
The Economist Intelligence Unit isa 
subsidiary of the London-based 
journal, The Economist. 


Growth in 1986 ran at roughly 2.4 , 
per cent, just under the planned rate - 
 of:2.9 per cent, according to figures 


recently released by the Jordanian’ 
Ministry of Plannjng. Jordan's five- 
year plan ‘anticipates steadily in- 
creasing growth rates, averaging out 
to a five per cent a year increase in 
Gross Domestic Product by 1990. 
The Economist forecast, however, 
says that a still “very respectable” 
3.5 per cent average growth rate is 
more likely. ; 

Still, despite the encouraging fig- 
ures, some worrisome structural 
problems continue to plague the 
economy, problems that still could 
prove politically destabilizing in the 
fong run. ὃ 

First. and foremost, per capita 
growth has declined for three 
straight years, as the rate of popula- 
tion increase continues to outstrip 
the overall domestic growth rate. 

“GDP per capita will continue to 
decline for a year or two yet,” the 
1987 Economist report predicts. In 
general, any longer-term decline in 
per capita growth, fuelled by popu-" 
lation increases, poses a serious po- 
litical time bomb.

Israeli conflict bas deterred private 
enterprise from investing in indus- 
trial growth. Meanwhile, the Jorda- 
nian penchant for imported consum- 
er goods has worsened the balance 
of trade. 

The absence of local energy 
sources combined with the inability 
of Jordan to feed itself has further 
strained the balance of trade, The 
Economist says. 

Jordan‘s small economy, strategic 
location and. lack of energy re- 
sources also leaves it both economi- 
cally and politically dependent on 
other Arab states. For instance, in 
1985, nearly 30 per cent of the Jor- 
danian budget came from foreign 
grants. These grants give Saudi Ara- 
bia, in particular, a large degree of 
influence over certain aspects of Jor- 
danian policy. . 

Jordan has also experienced a 
growing dependence on foreign 
loans, increasingly from Arab 
banks. And much of the Jordanian 
economy is propped up by the re-

HUNTERS OF THE LOST ASHES 
by Allen Synge. Weidenfeld & 
Nicholson 178 pp. £9.95. : 


Many books have been written 
about cricket’ and the adoration ac- 
corded to this subtlest of all games, 
not only by sportsmen who appreci- 
ate the finest things in life. but also 
by hearties who see cricket largely 
as a Catalyst for the consumption of 
vast quantities of alcohol. The noble 
game was recently endangered by 
one of those mercenary, vulgar plu- 
tocrats, who apparently abound like 
kungaroos in Australia, and who 
turned cricket into a circus act. 

Furthermore, thrillers in which 


cricket plays a peripheral part have | 


been written by the hundred ever 
since Raffles represented England 
against Australia. 

But { have never read a book 
which blends so successfully cricket 
lore. beer-swillers, wealthy Austra- 
lian monsters making a mockery of 
the game and a really astute thriller 
abounding with twists and turns that 
come to an absolutely convincing 
and correct denouement.

Happy New Year to Sport 


Most cynics in Israel will say that 5747 was a terrible year for Israeli 
sport, just as, in every previous year, they moumed the twelve 
months that had passed. This time, however, we disagree with them: 
we believe that the past year may prove to be the turning-point year in 
which Israeli sport took a giant stride forward. ‘ 

First of all there are some very encouraging statistics published 
shortly before the year ended. Research revealed that no fewer than 
800.000 Israelis above the age of 14 engage in some kind of sporting 
activity at least once every month. This is a sizable percentage of the 
adult population, although. of course, it is still too small. Yet it does 
signify that the message of the importance of participating in sport has 


Still to be Tegretted is the fact that women have not caught up with 
men in this regard. Statistics released this week by the Hapoel 
organization -- the country’s largest -- indicate that in most clubs 1 
Sportswomen comprise only some 15% of participants. It is to Ha- 
poel’s credit that they announced the diversion of considerable funds 
and the appointment of a number of senior coordinators to give 
popular sport for women a big boost. 

As far as spectator sport is concerned, the pessimists can point 
gloomily to poor attendances at most soccer and basketball league 
games, and at track and field. swimming, tennis and other contests. 
‘These poor attendances may be explained as being due to the almost 
prohibitively high prices charged for tickets by short-sighted. greedy 


That there is great interest in spore is proved by the ever-increasing 
interest in the sports pages of newspapers. It is no longer rare to see 
an Israeli, {κε an American or Englishman, glance at the headlines 
and then turn to the sports pages, instead of devouring every word 
written about the latest political crisis between Likud and Labour. 

Gone are the days when players had to perform on appalling fields. 
Thanks largely to Sportoto, there are any number of excellent soccer 
fields and basketball courts; excellent tennis-courts, most of them 
provided by the TTC, with others built by the ITA and municipalities 
and hotels, abound; there is a first-rate athletics stadium and some 
adequate swimming-pools; the Wingate Insititute provides scientific 
direction to sportsmen; there are some first-class coaches around, 
although it would be a good idea to divert some of the money spent on 
players to bringing front-rank foreign coaches to Israel. 

If things are so good, why are they so bad? With the notable 
exception of tennis, our results in most sports have been very poor, 
although, in soccer, Miljenko Mijic is succeeding in builiding up a 


Tennis had a wonderful year, beginning with the victory in Switzer- 
Jand that made Israel winners of the European Zone and going on toa 
shock win against powerful Czechoslovakia. True, this was followed 
by that quarter-final defeat at the hands of India, and the notorious 
Amos Mansdorf contretemps, but at least Israel did take the loss in ἃ 
sporting spirit, without whining. 

The factor that distinguishes tennis from other sports, and that 
indicates what is missing in our’basketball, soccer, athletics, swim- 
ming and other sports, is the deep and passionate sense of profession- 
al commitment shown by the tennis-players. The Grand Prix circuit is 
a very cruel master in which one cannot get by without being 100 per 
cent fit and dedicated. Tennis players know this and react accordingly 


Unfortunately, despite the enormous salaries they receive. partici- 
pants in other sports still have an amateur and dilettantish approach; 
perhaps because, unlike the tennis players, they can get away with it 
because they compete so seldom against overseas stars.

Continuing boom in business sector 


ACCORDING to the Bank of Isra- 
el's latest forecasts, the Gross Do- 
mestic Product of the business sec- 
tor will grow in 1987 by around 5 per 
cent. If this prediction is realized, it 
will be the third consecutive year of 
rapid growth for the business sector. 
In 1985 and 1986, it grew by some 4 
per cent. Moreover, it appears that 
if the Jewish year would have been 
the basis for measurement, the out- 
going 5747 wauld have registered an 
even larger growth of some 7 per 
cent. 

Thus, there is no question that the 
economy has been undergoing a 
rapid expansion, and that from mid- 
1986 to mid-1987 it has been boom- 
ing. For the ordinary citizen, what

That at least is what the Bank of 
Israel has said. In a recent survey of 
economic developments, the bank’s 
economists said that the expansion 
was concentrated in the business 
sector, and took place while the 
public sector's share of the economy 
was shrinking. The bank's econo- 
mists were careful to qualify this 
statement, saying that the process 
has only begun, and that so far there 
are only a few signs of it. Neverthe- 
less, they could not fail to take note 


of such developments. 


The figures quoted by the survey 
showed that unemployment fell 
from 6.7 per cent in the last three 
months of 1986 to 5.6 per cent in the 
first quarter of 1987. Moreover, the 
increase in employment took place 


entirely in the business sector. In the 
first three months of the year, 
20,000 new workers joined the part 


* of the economy which is not directly 


supported by the state budget, and ἢ 


many of the new employees went to 
work in the export-oriented sector. 

The bank survey noted that in the 
April-June period, there had been a 
small rise in unemployment, to 5.9 
per cent,’but this was the result of 
workers, who left troubled indus- 
tries and ‘the public sector, not hav- 
ing been absorbed yet by expanding 
industries. In the April-June period, 
the-survey said, employment in the 
public sector dropped by 20,000 pér- 
sons, and that it rose in the business 
sector by 14,000. While the pace of 
activity has slowed down in the last 
four or five months, jt is still high. 
and has been ted by a rapid expan: 
sion in investment and growth ‘in 
exports. εν 


FIGURES published by the Central 
Bureau of Statistics this week allow 
a more detailed analysis of these 
trends. They showed that the num- 
ber of workers employed in industry 
rose from 320,000 in the first half of 
1986 10 330,000 in the first six 
months of the year. In commerce, 
hotels and restaraunts, the number 
of employees went up from 176,000 
in January - June 1986 to 189,000 in 
the first six months of 1987. - 
These two sectors are heavily de- 
pendent on exports or tourism, and 
between them they absorbed the 
bulk of the newly employed work- 
ers.
